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FUEL OIL TAX STARTS MAY 1 


EDMONTON—New fuel oil tax 
passed at the last session of the le- 
gislature, under which the provincial 
government expects to raise $200,000 
additional revenue this year, is to 
be effective on May 1, according to 
official announcement in the Alberta 
Gazette. 

The tax is broadened to cover all 
lower grades of fuel oil. The tax is 
seven cents per gallon, with a rebate 
of six cents when the fuel is used 
for farming or industrial purposes. 
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FINDS NOTHER EGYPTIAN TOMB 


CAIRO— Prof. Selim Bey Hassan 
announced the discovery of another 
ancient Egyptian tomb last week, be- 
lieved to be the burial place of Knum 
Baef, a son of Chefron of the fourth 
dynasty. 

A series af strange incidents pre- 
vented the archaeologist from forcing 
an entrance into the tomb. After a 
rope had been placed around the first 
limestone block sealing the entrance, 
Hassan’s foreman was stabbed by a 
laborer, 

Prof. Hassan recently announced 
discovery of a tomb containing the 
mummy of a princess believed to be 
the daughter of Chiops, builder of 
the pyramid near Gizeth, about 3,700 
B.C. 
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OIL OFFICIALS AT ATHABASCA 


According to the “Echo” it is plan- 
ned to drill for oil in the vicinity of 
Athabasca this spring, The following 
news story appeared in the last issue 
of the “Echo.” 

Alfred Hinds, former President of 
the Merland Oil Co. of Canada, who 
is head of the Calgary syndicate that 
holds the oil leases on 20,000 acres of 
land in this district, arrived here yes- 
terday in company with Dr. J.O.G. 
Sanderson, geologist, to initiate the 
activities in the local field,

the first of six wells to he drilled 
here this summer. Today they are out 
on inspection and should have some 
definite word for us next week.

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SALES TAX EXEMPTIONS 
ANNOUNCED BY HUGILL 
AT EDMONTON THURS, 


Long list of commodities to be ex- 
empt from Alberta’s new two per 
cent sales tax was issued last Thurs- 
day by acting premier J, W. Hugill, 
K.C., and Provincial Treasurer Chas. 
Cockroft. 

The exemptions cover a wide scope 
including most of the primary necessi- 
ties of life, many of the prime needs 
of industry, most foods, agricultural 
needs, many of the secondary needs 
in conducting business, and all com- 
modities sold for consumption or use 
outside the province. 

The Sales Tax is levied under the 
act passed at the recent session of 
the legislature, and in the budget is 
estimated to yield $2,000,000 annually 
in provincial revenue. 

This act, known as the “Ultimate 
Purchasers’ Tax Act,” was to be made 
effective only upon proclamation, Act- 
ing Premier Hugill announced that it 
will be proclaimed within the next 10 
days, to become effective May. 1. 

A companion, or alternative act, to 
provide for a retail sales tax of two 
per cent applied on the wholesaler, 
or jobber of various commodities, is 
awaiting amendments to the B.N.A. 
Act to validate indirect taxation by 
provinces. 

In the meantime, the Ultimate Pur- 
chasers Act makes every retailer in 
the province an agent of the govern- 
ment, charging him with the duty of 
collecting the sales tax and delivering 
it to the government..

The list of exemptions specifies those 
articles exempt under the terms of the 
act itself, including bread, milk, coal, 
gas, water, newspapers, farm machi- 
nery and repairs thereto, binder twine 
electricity, agricultural produce pro- 
duced within the province when sold 
by the producer thereof, fuel -oil as 
designated by the fuel oil act, liquor 
as specified under the terms of the 
Liquor Control Act, tobacco, sugar 

and flour, and adds to these: 
Advertising—In newspapers, perio- 
dicals, etc, Advertising literature (see 
“printed matter.”) Amusement tickets

Bailiffs’ sales. Beverages—tea, cof- 
fee and their substitutes, cocoa, min- 
Bonds, 
Books for use in churches and schools. 
Bulbs, bushes, plants, shrubs and all 
trees produced within the province 
when sold by the producer thereof, 

Cables, church supplies, commodi- 
ties sold for consumption or use out- 
side of province, commodities purch- 
ased by Alberta Government. Alberta 
Liquor Control Board, cemetery com- 
pany or society, charitable  institu- 
tions, Dominion government, hospitals 
University of Alberta, vestry board 
of a church.

MEN TRAPPED IN MINE 
FOR TEN DAYS; RESCUED 


After been trapped in a Nova Sco- 
tia mine since April 12th, when the 
entrance was blocked by a cave-in, 
three officials were taken from the 
workings on Wednesday afternoon, al- 
though only two of them were alive, 
the third having died some days be- 
fore rescue was made.

SURVEY OF ALBERTA 
FARMS MADE PUBLIC 


A cross-section of living conditions 
on Alberta farms is given in the Fe- 
bruary Federa! bulletin of agricultur- 
al statistics. The survey was made by 
Internal Trade 
Branch and represents a cross-section 
of some 523 farms located in various 


two members of the 


parts of the province, the average size 
being 546 acres. 

Rach farm in the survey had an av- 
rage of 5.32 persons in the family or 
a total of 2782 persons of whom 1050 
were under 18 years of age. The av- 
erage expenditure per farm is shown 
to be $1448 exclusive of debt charges 
but only 42 per cent of this amount 
is spent for family living needs and 
58 per cent for operating the farm. 
That is to say, the families lived on 
approximately $600 a year which for 
a family of five is just $120 apiece. 
However. these expenses were exclus- 
ive of debt and mortgage interest on 
840 farms averaged $240 a year, Tax 
arrears averaging $262 per farm were 
shown on 292 out of 523 farms, and 
324 farms which were mortgager re- 
ported arrears of principal and inter- 
est averaging $3342 per annum, 

Bulking large in the expense end of 
farm operation is the item of taxes 
which represents 14.5 per cent of the 
total of operating the farm 
Taxes averaged $121 for the 528 
farms against $163 for food, $141 for 
$64 for household  equip- 
ment, $59 for fuel, $64 for help and 
$117 for life insurance, newspapers, 
magazises, education,
